Rent Control Law 


= Rent control began -for 
Washington immediately after 
the mayor signed the regula- 
tion on August 1, 1974. It is 
short run, designed to protect 
tenants from excessive profit 
seeking, while allowing land- 


lords increases which reflect. 


rising costs and inflation. 
Tenants can use the new law 
to a) contest present unfair 
rents; b) fight future increases; 
c) Oppose maintenance and 
service cuts; d) defend against 
unfair evictions; and e) en- 
force the housing code. But 
this law can work only if 
tenants know how to use it. 
This page is a mere summary, 
the ABC’s of rent control, 
which spells out the basic ele- 
ments of rent control for D.C. 


Fair Rent Level 
A. 74% of D.C. residents are 


renters; and almost half should ` 


qualify for a rent decrease 
under the law’s fair rent level. 
These are the steps to calca: 
late fair rent level: 

1. Find out the rent for your 
apartment unit for Feb. 1973. 


It does not matter where you 
lived, because rent control ap- 
plies to the unit. The law re- 
quires landlords to provide 
this information upon request. 

2. Multiply this Feb. 1973 
rent by .1232 to get the dollar 
amount increase permitted 
landlords by the law. example: 
If your Feb. 1973 rent was 
$150; $150 x .1232 = $18.48 
increase since Feb. 1973 (a 
12.32% increase). 

3. Add this maximum legal 
increase to the rent charged in 
Feb. 1973. example: $150 + 
$18.48 = $168.48. This sum is 
the maximum rent you should 
be paying now. 

4. If this sum is less than the 
rent you are paying now, you 
deserve a decrease. Your land- 
lord should have notified you 
of a decrease by August 26, 
1974. If not, the landlord has 
P the law. 

. If you are given an 
Sa you think you -don’t 
deserve, or if the landlord does 
not tell you the correct Feb. 
1973 rent, call the Rent Com- 
mission (temporary no, is 


629-5151). If you pay rent 
which was due after Aug. 1, 
1974 and it’s too high, you can 
later get it refunded through 
the Rent Commission. You can 
choose not to pay the rent if 
you believe it is excessive, 
BUT YOU MUST PLACE IT IN 
A SPECIAL “ESCROW” (OR 
SAVINGS) ACCOUNT until the 
Commission resolves your dis- 
pute. 
Poor Conditions 

B. If your building is in poor 
condition (If there are sub- 
stantial housing code viola- 
tions) or if your services or 
living space have been re- 
duced, you can oppose any at- 
tempt by the landlord to in- 
crease the rent. You can also 
petition the Rent Commission 
for a rent decrease, even if the 
landlord has not tried to in- 
crease the rent.

Circle, is experiencing high- 
rise development pressure as 
a result of its proximity to 
downtown. 

The D.C. Zoning: Office is 
currently considering down- 
zoning the areas of small 
houses in Foggy Bottom. to 
low density townhouses, R-4. 
This re-zoning would . pre- 
clude the construction of. 
additional high-rises in the 
Foggy Bottom area. At the 
same time, the Zoning Office 
proposes to recognize the 
legality of existing high-rise 
buildings so that they will 
have a status which con- 
forms to the zoning regula- 
tions. In this way, they will 
not become the slums of 
tomorrow. 

| urge your readers to 
consider supporting a down- 
zoning proposal. If Ward 2 
residents do not insist that 
downtown be defined and 
confined on the zoning map, 
private development. pres- 
sures will displace current 
residents in the next few 
years.
